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PEACE  OR  WAR 


CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  —Stating  that  "industry  and  capital,  whe- 
ther under  the  banner  of  socialism  or  individualism,  are  making  the  world  one 
civilization",  Dr.  John  D.  Larkin  probed  the  peace  problems  that  lie  ahead  in 
our  "Endless  Frontier",  when  he  addressed  the  graduation  class  at  the  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  commencement  exercises  last  night  in  the  Museum  of 
Science  and  Industry. 

Dr.  Larkin,  dean  of  liberal  studies  at  the  Institute, 
directed  his  remarks  to  the  55  graduates,  who  were  awarded  three  master's  de- 
grees and  52  bachelor  degrees,  and  who,  he  said,  must  take  on  the  responsibilities 
of  a  changing  worldwide  political  and  economic  system. 

Describing  the  world  as  he  finds  it  with  the  signing  of  the 
peace  terms,  he  said,  "The  big  question  today  is  not  whether  there  will  be  25 
or  50  states  of  equal  power,  independence  and  sovereignty,  but  whether  there 
will  be  three  or  five.  And  the  question  tomorrow  will  be  whether  there  is  to 
be  one  power  in  world  affairs  or  two." 

He  continued,  "If  it  proves  to  be  the  latter,  I  do  not  see 
how  we  are  to  escape  the  consequences  of  a  third  world  war  within  our  lifetime." 
Explaining  that  world  wars  in  the  past  have  been  fought  when  there  were  but  two 
major  powers,  he  cited  the  United  States  and  Germany  as  the  dominant  powers  of 
TJorld  War  I.  Calling  World  War  II  a  continuation  of  the  same  struggle  after  an 
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armistice  period  of  two  decades,  Larkin  named  Russia  our  keenest  competition  for 

world  supremacy, today. 

He  concluded,  "Either  we  try  to  work  this  problem  out  peace- 
ably with  Russia  or  we  prepare  for  war  with  Russia.  There  are  no  more  hiding 
place s... there  is  no  safety  in  distance.  Our  only  real  security  is  in  cooperation,

handles  the  licensing  program  for  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Other  new  licensees  are  Bang  and  Olufsen,  Copenhagen, 
Denmark;  Pyrox  Proprietary,  Ltd.,  Melbourne,  Australia;  and  the  St.  George  Record- 
ing Equipment  Company,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

Bendix  Aviation  Corporation,  which  is  reported  to  have 
plans  to  manufacture  1,000,000  home  radios  yearly  as  a  part  of  its  peacetime 
reconversion  program,  expects  to  produce  magnetic  wire  sound  recorders  in  seven 
different  fields  of  application. 

In  addition  to  incorporating  wire  recorders  in  home  radio 
receiving  sets,  Bendix  will  manufacture  wire  record  business  dictating  machines, 
adaptor  units  for  use  with  existing  home  radios;  portable,  self-contained  record- 
ers (including  pocket  models);  recorders  for  installation  on  railroad  trains, 
ships  and  planes  for  entertainment  purposes;  recording  devices  for  use  in  connect- 
ion with  the  operation  and  control  of  mobile  vehicles,  and  specially  designed 
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super-sonic  magnetic  wire  recorders  for  use  in  various  types  of  research  and  test- 
ing work  in  pure  and  applied  science. 

Operating  26  divisions,  Bendix  produces  a  wide  variety  of 
aviation,  automotive,  marine  and  industrial  products,  with  patents  on  hundreds  of 
related  products  which  it  has  developed. 

Bang  and  Olufsen,  one  of  Denmark's  largest  radio  manu- 
facturers, plan  to  begin  production  of  magnetic  wire  sound  recorders  late  next 
spring  in  the  fields  of  commercial  and  non-commercial  entertainment,  business 
dictating  machines,  units  for  use  in  transportation  communication,  and  in 
connection  with  photography,  motion  pictures  ;..nd  projectors. 

Sven  Olufsen,  president  of  Bang  and  Olufsen,  V.  H,  Laursen, 
general  manager,  and  L,  D.  Hansen,  radio  research  engineer,  who  came  to  this 
country  expressly  to  obtain  armour  licenses,  related  how  the  magnetic  wire  record- 
er served  invaluably  in  maintaining  essential  communication  between  the  Danish 
underground  and  the  Allies  after  the  German  occupation  of  their  country, 

By  shortening  the  sending  and  receiving  time  and  at  the 
same  time  rendering  their  messages  unintelligible  by  speeding  up  the  recorded 
messages  to  twice  the  normal  speed,  more  than  once  the  life  of  the  operator  was 
saved  by  the  recorder's  performances. 

During  the  war,  Pyrox  Proprietary,  Ltd.,  of  Melbourne, 
has  been  manufacturing  various  electrical  units  of  high  precision  for  aircraft, 
such  as  bomb  selector  switches,  jettison  switches  and  relays  of  various  types  for 
gun  firing  and  radar  work.  Among  the  applications  for  which  this  Australian 
company  plans  to  manufacture  Armour  magnetic  wire  sound  recorders  are  radio 
receivers,  business  dictating  machines,  and  especially  designed  machines  for  use 
in  schools  and  other  educational  institutions. 

The  St.  George  Recording  Equipment  Company  will  produce 
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recorders  for  application  in  five  different  fields,  including  self-contained  units, 
machines  especially  designed  for  advertising  purposes;  commercial  entertainment 
devices  including  single  reproducers  and  multiple  record  players;  and  recorders 
designed  for  medical  applications  in  diagnosis  and  study  of  human  ailments. 

St.  George  has  manufactured  recording  equipment  and 
photographic  gear  for  the  armed  forces  during  the  war,  including  a  radar  camera, 
the  only  one  of  its  type  manufactured,  which  the  air  corps  has  used  to  photograph 
the  radar  screen  as  used  on  B-29  bombers.

DANISH  UNDERGROUND

CHICAGO,  ILL.  ii  The  sole  surviving  member  of  the  original 
Danish  underground,  known  to  many  of  his  associates  only  as  "Napkin",  has  returned 
to  Denmark  after  helping  negotiate  a  licensing  agreement  between  the  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  his  Danish  company  to  produce 
Armour  magnetic  wire  sound  recorders — the  first  step  in  the  fulfillment  of  a  dream 
he  has  envisioned  ever  since  using  this  invention  to  combat  the  Nazis  following  their 
invasion  of  his  homeland . 

This  license  was  handled  through  the  Wire  Recorder  Development 
(  Corporation,  135  South  LaSalle  street,  which  is  in  charge  of  the  licensing  program 
for  the  Armour  Research  Foundation. 

At  his  room  in  the  Palmer  House,  L.  D."  Hansen,  a  radio 
research  engineer  by  profession,  vividly  recounted  his  underground  adventures  in 
which  the  Armour  magnetic  wire  sound  recorder  played  an  invaluable  part  in  maintain- 
ing the  communication  of  essential  military  information  to  the  Allies. 

"More  than  one  underground  operator  can  credit  his  life  to 
the  recorder",  said  Hansen,  explaining  that  by  sending  recorded  messages  at  twice  the 
|  normal  speed  in  addition  to  rendering  them  unintelligible  to  the  German  intelligence, 
precious  minutes  were  saved  for  escape  from  Nazi  agents  who  were  amazingly  adept  at 
tracing  down  sending  stations. 
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when  the  Germans  occupied  Denmark  back  in  April,  194-0,  Hansen 
was  already  engaged  in  helping  to  organize  the  underground.  Since  he  was  simultane- 
ously required  to  come  into  constant  contact  with  the  Nazis  in  his  everyday  occupa- 
tion, he  was  never  certain  whether  a  German  summons  meant  that  he  was  to  be  seized 
for  execution  because  of  his  activities,  or  whether  it  was  a  routine  business  call. 

Shortly  after  the  occupation,  the  Germans  ordered  Bang  and 
Oluf sen,  the  large  radio  manufacturing  company  by  whom  Hansen  was  employed,  to  begin 
production  of  special  equipment  for  their  aircraft.  Like  the  majority  of  Danish 
manufacturers,  they  refused  this  command  and  shortly  thereafter  their  buildings  and 
machinery  were  dynamited  and  burned  to  the  ground. 

Devoting  an  ever-increasing  amount  of  time  to  his  underground. 
work,  Hansen  began  experimenting  with  means  for  saving  time  in  the  sending  of 
messages  to  the  British,  one  of  that  system's  most  important  activities.  Inasmuch 
as  the  trained  German  Gestapo  agents  were  able  to  trace  and  track  down  a  radio  send- 
ing station  with  amazing  speed,  usually  ranging  from  5  to  25  minutes,  the  speed  of 
the  sender  was  always  a  factor  of  great  importance. 

Each  sending  group  generally  consisted  of  a  skilled  operator, 
a  girl  to  translate  code  messages,  and  from  four  to  six  guards  who  would  be  strate- 
gically situated  in  the  vicinity.  The  moment  a  Gestapo  squad  car  7/as  sighted 
approaching  the  sender's  position,  the  guards  would  give  the  alarm  and  the  operator 
would  make  his  escape. 

The  general  procedure  was  to  broadcast  from  one  section  of 
the  city  the  first  day,  another  section  on  the  second  day,  and  flee  to  the  country 
on  the  third.  Even  in  the  face  of  these  difficulties,  the  number  of  vital  messages 
which  had  to  be  transmitted  daily  increased  constantly,  necessitating  three  to  four 
operators  sending  up  to  10,000  words  in  Morse  code  per  day. 

more 
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According  to  Hansen,  nearly  the  entire  population  of  Denmark 
was  sympathetic  and  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  underground  to  any  extent,  regard- 
less of  the  personal  risk  involved.  The  few  collaborators  i/ho  were  adjudged  guilty 
of  conspiracy  by  the  underground  tribunals  were  unceremoniously  shot  on  the  street  by 
picked  groups  of  executioners.  Not  only  did  this  procedure  dispose  of  those  individ- 
uals known  to  have  assisted  the  Germans,  but  served  to  discourage  many  others,  with 
close  friends  and  relatives  in  Germany,  who  might  have  wavered  in  their  allegiance.  . 

Finally  the  inevitable  happened  when  a  British  officer,  para- 
chuting into  Denmark  with  essential  equipment  for  underground  communications,  was 
captured  by  the  Nazis  and  under  torture  revealed  Hansen's  name  as  the  person  to  whom 
the  equipment  was  to  be  delivered. 

Learning  that  the  officer  had  been  captured,  Hansen  made  a 
successful  escape  but  his  home  was  burned  to  the  ground  by  pursuing  Gestapo  agents 
(and  his  wife  was  seized  and  held  for  many  months. 

Still  the  volume  of  messages  which  must  be  sent  to  the v British 
las  increased;  either  the  sending  speed  must  be  increased,  the  already  cumbersome 
number  of  operators  multiplied,  or  the  load  of  communications  lightened.  The  second 
alternative  was  not  practical,  the  third  was,  from  a  military  standpoint,  impossible. 

In  desperation,  Hanson  left  the  country  and  went  direct  to 
the  British  in  London  for  aid.  He  asked  for  a  recording  device  which  might  be  used 
to  record  and  send  messages  at  extra  high  speeds,  making  the  task  of  both  receivers 
and  senders  less  pressing  and  difficult. 

The  first  recorder  sent  by  the  British  was  a  celephane  tape 
recorder,  manufactured,  ironically,  by  the  Germans  themselves.  Patterned  after  an 
earlier  tape  recorder  invented  by  the  Danish  physicist,  Valdemar  Poulsen,  at  the 
turn  of  the  century,  this  device  soon  proved  untrustworthy. 
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At  length  an  Armour  magnetic  wire  sound  recorder  was  obtained 
in  London  and  sent  by  boat  to  Sweden,  whence  it  was  shipped  to  the  underground  in 
Denmark . 

Thereafter  the  underground's  messages  were  recorded  on  spools 
of  hair-thin  wire  to  be  later  played  back  for  broadcast  at  such  high  speed  that  their 
contents  were  rendered  unintelligible,  at  the  sane  time  shortening  the  sending  and 
recording  time  by  50$  or  more,  permitting  twice  as  much  information  to  be  broadcast 
in  the  allotted  time* 

A  wire  recorder  at  the  receiving  end  in  London  picked  up  the 
high-speed  unintelligible  playback,  and  later  replayed  it  at  half  speed  making  the 
message  as  clear  and  understandable  as  when  originally  recorded  in  Denmark. 

Messages  broadcast  to  the  Danish  underground  were  likewise 
first  recorded  on  the  Armour  magnetic  wire  sound  recorder  in  London  before  trans- 
mission at  high  speed;  by  receiving  these  messages  en  recorders  there  was  no  longer 
any  need  for  asking  that  a  certain  portion  be  repeated  since  the  wire  could  be 
played  back  over  and  over  as  often  as  necessary  before  the  operator  erased  the 
message  by  demagnetizing  the  recorded  wire. 

Through  the  medium  of  magnetic  wire  sound  recorders,  not 
only  individual  lives  of  operators,  but  the  very  existence  of  the  underground  itself, 
was  safeguarded  time  and  time  again,  according  to  Hansen. 

Nov;  that  the  war  is  over,  Hansen's  company  plans  to  produce 
Armour  magnetic  wire  sound  recorders  in  their  own  plant  for  Denmark,  Norway,  Sweden 
and  Finland.  Their  new  plant,  which  is  in  the  process  of  being  completely  rebuilt, 
will  include  one  entire  structure  for  this  new  invention. 
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Magnetic  wire  sound  recorders  for  use  in  the  fields  of 
commercial  and  non-commercial  entertainment,  business  dictating  machines,  units  for 
j  use  in  transportation  communication  and  in  connection  with  photography,  motion 
pictures  and  projectors  will  all  be  turned  out  here.  Probably  by  late  next  spring 
the  first  completed  units  will  begin  rolling  off  the  assembly  lines. 

The  original  recorder? — The  American  supply  officer  had  said 
with  a  wink  that  of  course  if  it  had  been  seized  by  the  Gestapo,  Hansen  would  be 
unable  to  return  it  to  the  proper  government  officials.  It  is  a  memento  that  Hansen 
will  certainly  never  relinquish*.

STATEMENT  ON  ATOMIC  BOMB  LEGISLATION 


In  the  interest  of  the  welfare  and  safety  of  the  nation  and  of  the  continued 
peace  of  the  world,  it  is  the  conviction  of  this  group  that  it  is  essential  in 
connection  with  legislation  for  the  domestic  control  of  the  atomic  bomb  that  there 
should  be  no  restriction  placed  upon  the  freedom  of  fundamental  research  and  of 
publication  of  fundamental  research  in  the  field  of  nuclear  fission,  transmutation 
of  atomic  species,  and  the  release  of  atomic  energy.  The  reasons  for  this  con- 
viction are: 

(1)  The  history  of  every  major  advance  in  the  application  of  science  to 
military  or  industrial  purcoses  indicates  that  our  country  has  gained 
as  much  or  more  from  knowledge  of  fundamental  discoveries  made  in 
foreign  countries  as  from  discoveries  made  by  our  own  scientists.  This 
is  particularly  true  of  the  development  of  the  atomic  bomb.  The  basic 
discoveries  which  !made  it  possible  for  American  scientists  and  engineers 
to  develop  the  atomic  bomb  came  from  German,  English,  French,  Danish, 
and  Italian  scientists  as  well  as  from  our  own. 

(2)  Our  success  in  making  the  atomic  bomb  and  our  natural  advantage  in 
further  development  lies  more  in  our  industrial  potentialities  and  know- 
how  rather  than  in  the  superior  productivity  in  fundamental  discoveries 
of  our  body  of  scientists. 

(3)  As  so  many  of  the  scientists  who  dealt  with  this  development  have  re- 
peatedly said,  there  is  every  likelihood  that  any  country  which  so  de- 
sired could  within  a  comparatively  few  years  develop  an  atomic  bomb  at 
least  as  powerful  as  our  own  and  in  quantities  which  would  make  it 
possible  for  them  in  a  sneak  attack  to  destroy  most  of  the  major  in- 
dustrial centers  of  the  United  States.  Other  countries  h:.ve  the  basic 
knowledge,  the  raw  materials,  and  sufficient  means  to  produce  in  a  few 
years  an  adequate  number  of  bombs  to  accomplish  this  end. 

(4)  The  surest  way  to  develop  rivalries  among  nations  in  the  development  of 
atomic  bombs  is  the  maintenance  of  secrecy  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  concerning  results  of  fundamental  research.  Nations  of  the  world 
are  accustomed  to  the  withholding  of  engineering  and  design  data  con- 
nected with  particular  military  devices.  The  withholding  of  basic  sci- 
entific information,  however,  would  be  a  return  to  the  practices  of  the 
middle  ages.  Because  of  our  superiority  in  matters  of  engineering,  de- 
sign and  production  our  country  has  nothing  to  fear  and  everything  to 
gain  from  freedom  in  fundamental  research  and  in  publication  of  the 
results. 

(5)  Restrictions  oh  the  publication  and  free  discussion  of  basic  facts  con- 
nected with  atomic  energy  studies  will  prevent  the  adequate  training  in 
our  colleges  and  universities  of  young  scientists  who  will  later  be 
needed  in  this  work.

ENROLLMENT 


CHICAGO,  ILL. — Enrollment  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology- 
zoomed  back  to  pre-war  totals  as  classes  resumed  Friday  on  a  two-semester  peace- 
time basis. 

The  largest  entering  class  since  the  beginning  of  the  war 
brought  the  total  registration  figure  to  nearly  1500,  with  registrants  over- 
flowing the  second  floor  of  the  Institute's  student  union  building  at  3300  Federal 
street. 

Included  in  this  number  are  550  returning  civilians,  508  enter- 
ing civilian  students,  118  seventh  and  eighth  term  Naval  V-12  trainees,  and  280 
students  enrolled  in  the  newly  commissioned  Naval  R.O.T.C.  program. 

The  267  entering  veterans  of  World  War  II  bring  the  total 
number  of  veteran  students  to  well  over  500.  Together  with  the  naval  contingent, 
the  number  of  present  or  former  servicemen  on  campus  is  821. 

An  average  of  4.0  students  daily  are  now  being  interviewed  in 
the  Institute's  admissions  office  for  March,  194-6,  enrollment.

ATOMIC 


Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Nov.  10  —  A  "United  States  Manifesto"  to 
all  of  the  nations  stating  that  the  United  States  pledges  not  to  ^^se  the  atomic 
bomb  against  "any  nation,  large  or  small,  unless  this  instrument  of  war  is  used 
or  threatened  to  be  used  against  another  nation,"  was  asked  by  Dr.  Henry  T.  Heald, 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  an  address  here  tonight. 

His  uddress  was  made  before  a  group  of  over  five  hundred 
prominent  scientists  gathered  at  the  Milwaukee  Elks  club  tonight  to  wind  up  a 
two-day  program  in  honor  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  the 
Roentgen  ray. 

Dr.  Heald  further  asked  that  the  United  States  hold  in 
trust  the  technical  information  on  the  manufacture  of  the  bomb  to  be  turned  over 
to  a  trusteeship  of  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  when  that  organization 
has  been  granted  the  authority  and  power  to  enforce  the  control  of  material 
and  manufacture  of  the  bomb  as  well  as  the  peace  between  nations. 

"The  United  States  will  subscribe,  without  reservation,"  Dr. 
Heald  said,  however,  "to  the  policy  of  the  free  flow  of  fundamental  scientific 
knowledge  of  atomic  energy  for  the  benefit  of  all  nations." 

He  asked  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  call  a  conference 

of  the  leading  powers  on  atomic  energy  which  would  include  both  scientists  and 

statesmen  of  each  country.

Dr.  Heald  also  said  that  the  United  Nations  organization 
should  "Postpone  minor  considerations"  and  give  their  attention  to  the  solution 
of  the  two  basic  problems  of  world  security  —  (l)  the  acknowledging  of  national 
sovereignity  and  choice  of  government  of  every  state  and  (2)  an  agreement  that 
each  nation  delegate  a  minimum  amount  of  sovereignity  to  the  United  Nations 
organization  that  it  may  enact  and  enforce  international  law  through  which  each 
nation  relinquishes  its  right  to  wage  war  outside  its  own  boundaries  and  to 
develop  and  manufacture  atomic  weapons. 

In  conclusion  he  said:  "Properly  directed  and  applied,  science 
and  engineering  can  open  new  frontiers  to  all.   Improperly  applied,  it  will 
result  in  death  and  destruction  too  terrible  to  contemplate."

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The  remarkable  technological  development  produced  under  the  urgency  of 
wartime  necessity  has  greatly  stimulated  public  interest  and  concern  in  science. 
Today,  fifty  years  after  the  discovery  of  X-ray  and  a  few  months  after  the  success- 
ful use  of  the  atomic  bomb,  the  future  of  science  has  become  the  concern  of  every 
thinking  citizen. 

There  is  ample  evidence  to  support  the  popular  conception  that  science  and 
engineering  can  open  new  frontiers,  can  raise  our  standard  of  living,  can  produce 
new  and  better  products  at  lower  cost,  and  can  improve  the  health  and  welfare  of 
mankind.  The  evidence  is  equally  strong  to  remind  us  that  science,  used  for  de- 
structive purposes,  by  men  of  ill  will,  can  result  in  world  suicide. 

The  discovery  of  new  scientific  principles  and  their  application  to  useful 
purposes  is  a  slow  process.  The  reported  reply  of  Fai-aday  to  the  British  official 
who  skeptically  asked  him  what  practical  value  the  principle  of  induction  of  cur- 
rents might  have  was  that  some  day  the  product  might  be  taxed.  About  one  hundred 
years  later,  the  question  as  to  the  "tangibility"  of  electric  currents,  and  hence 
their  taxability,  was  being  discussed  in  court  proceedings  by  two  leading  American 
.  scientists.  Michael  Faraday  (and  independently,  the  American  scientist,  Joseph 
Henry)  discovered  the  principle  of  the  induction  of  electric  currents  in  1831 — the 
basic  principle,  of  the  transformer  generator  and  many  other  electrical  devices — but 
practical  dynamos  were  not  in  use  until  the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
roughly  a  span  of  fifty  years  (Edison,  1S78).  The  span  of  years  between  the  great 
work  of  the  British  theorist,  Maxwell,  the  experimental  confirmation  of  the 
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existence  and  properties  of  electric  waves  by  Hertz,  and  the  first  successful  ex- 
periments of  Marconi  in  transmitting  signals  carried  by  these  waves  across  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  was  about  twenty  years.  However,  it  was  after  1920  that  really 
practical  broadcasting  on  a  large  scale  was  begun.  Here  again  is  a  development 
period  of  forty  odd  years.  One  can  multiply  these  instances  many  times  over. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  important  of  the  applications  of  pure  science 
to  everyday  life  is  that  of  the  field  of  Roentgen  or  X-rays.  William  Conrad 
Roentgen  discovered  the  rays  known  by  his  name  in  November  of  1895.  The  place  was 
the  Institute  of  Physics  at  the  University  of  Wurzburg  in  Bavaria.  The  primary 
observation,  as  you  know,  was  a  flickering  greenish  light  on  a  bit  of  cardboard 
painted  with  a  fluorescent  material.  In  the  laboratory  was  a  Crookes  tube  excited 
by  an  induction  coil  which  was  shielded  from  even  the  most  intense  visible  light. 
As  a  trained  observer,  Roentgen  very  quickly  traced  the  source  of  the  rays  to  the 
excited  Crookes  tube.  The  story  of  the  shadow  picture  of  the  key  which  is  found 
in  so  many  textbooks  and  the  fable  that  the  first  observation  was  made  by  a  labora- 
tory assistant  are  critically  discussed  by  Dr.  Otto  Glasscr  in  "The  Science  of 
Radiology" . 

Dr.  A.  H.  Compton  once  remarked  that  much  cf  Roentgen's  previous  work  was  of 
the  unspectacular  sort — elasticity,  capillarity,  specific  heats  of  gases,  conduc- 
tion of  heat  in  crystals,  etc. — but  all  of  it  contributing  to  the  structure  of  the 
science  and  providing  the  training  in  careful  observation  and  deduction  which 
served  him  when  the  opportunity  came.  Roentgen  was  quick  to  follow  up  his  dis- 
covery. As  Dr.  Classer  points  out,  he  made  all  of  the  fundamental  observations 
which  he  reported  in  his  first  two  papers  with  such  thoroughness  and  accuracy  that 
other  investigators  could  add  nothing  fundamentally  new  for  many  years  to  come. 
He  observed  that  the  new  rays  were  propagated  in  straight  lines,  that  they  were 
undeviated  by  magnetic  fields.  He  made  observations  on  absorption,  on  scattering, 
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and  on  the  ionization  of  air,  and  en  many  other  properties.  Within,  a  few  weeks,  he 
had  sent  the  first  Roentgen  ray  picture  of  his  wife's  hand  to  a  friend,  and  it  ap- 
pears that  this  incredible  picture  excited  the  press  all  over  the  world.  From  then 
on,  there  appeared  a  veritable  flood  of  literature,  both  popular  and  scientific, 
which  reminds  us  strongly  of  the  current  publicity  concerning  the  atomic  bomb  and 
atomic  energy. 

Within  a  little  over  a  year,  more  than  one  thousand  articles  and  over  fifty 
books  were  published  about  X-rays.  In  the  London  PALL  MALL  GAZETTE  in  1896,  we 
find  the  following: 

"We  are  sick  of  the  X-rays. . .appears  that  you  can  see  other 
peoples'  bones  with  the  naked  eye  and  also  see  through  eight 
inches  of  solid  wood.  On  the  revolting  indecency  of  this 
there  is  no  need  to  dwell.  Perhaps  the  best  thing  would  be 
for  all  civilized  nations  to  combine  to  burn  all  works  on  the 
X-ray..." 
The  X-ray  age  opened  in  1895,  and,  fifty  years  later,  "The  Atomic  Age  Opens", 
according  to  the  title  of  a  recent  Pocket  Bock  of  the  popular  variety.  It  is 
interesting  to  speculate  about  just  when  the  atomic  age  opened.  A  good  case  could 
be  made  for  the  year  1895. 

Roentgen's  discovery  immediately  opened  hew  opportunities  for  others.  Physi- 
cists began  to  study  intensively  the  new  ray  and  its  properties.  Uses  have  to 
this  day  continued  to  multiply  and  contribute  to  the  advancement  of  science. 
Mosely's  law  relating  the  X-ray  wave  lengths  to  the  atomic  number,  crystal  struc- 
ture, and  the  Gompton  effect,  to  mention  only  a  few,  have  been  milestones  in 
developing  the  structure  of  physical  science.   Today,  one  of  the  new  opportunities 
lies  in  the  Betatron  which  was  discussed  during  the  morning  program.  I  understand 
that  a  100  million  volt  instrument  of  this  type  is  undor  construction  at  the 


University  of  Illinois,  and,  in  the  last  issue  of  the  PHYSICAL  REVIEW,  there  is  a 
brief  word  that  a  still  newer  combination  of  the  Betatron  and  Cyclotron,  the 
Synchrotron,  has  been  designed  to  deliver  300  million  volt  electrons  or  more. 
What  new  vistas  these  developments  will  open  up  for  science  and  engineering  is  as 
conjectural  as  the  multitude  of  predictions  and  speculations  about  the  future  of 
atomic  energy. 

One  thing  I  should  like  to  observe  at  this  point.  In  the  great  field  of  sci- 
ence and  technology,  I  have  spoken  of  one  or  two  developments.  It  seems  to  me 
that  one  of  the  outstanding  jobs  of  our  universities  and  colleges  is  to  provide 
the  fundamental  training  in  all  fields  so  that  cur  young  people  may  go  forth  to 
take  advantage  of  the  new  opportunities  which  are  here  and  which  are  bound  to  come. 
Not  only  must  we  stress  the  basic  sciences  and  technology,  but  we  must  stress "the 
interrelation  between  these  fields  as  never  before. 

Medical  men  were  not  slow  to  see  the  new  opportunities  that  Roentgen's  dis- 
covery offered  for  diagnosis  and  therapy.  Among  the  first  radiographs  made  in 
this  country  in  the  early  part  of  1896  were  those  by  medical  men,  usually  in 
cooperation  with  a  physicist.  One  of  these  pictures  was  taken  by  W.  M.  Stine  of 
the  old  Armour  Institute  in  Chicago,  now  a  part  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. The  era  of  the  X-ray  burn  ushered  in  the  age  of  therapy,  and,  since  the 
days  of  the  first  X-ray  "erythema",  the  medical  radiologist  along  with  the  radium 
therapist  have  made  inestimable  contributions  to  the  treatment  of  disease,  from 
deep-seated  tumors  to  surface  blemishes  and  malignancies.  One  of  the  problems  of 
the  treatment  has  always  been  to  reach  deep  into  a  growth  under  treatment  without 
severely  damaging  the  upper  layers.  To  this  purpose,  X-ray  units  up  to  one  mil- 
lion volts  and  more  have  been  developed,  and  many  installations  of  several  hun- 
dred volts  are  now  in  daily  use  in  hospitals  and  clinics.  The  Betatron  or  seme 
modification  of  it  offers  new  possibilities  in  the  treatment  of  neoplastic 
diseases. 
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A  closely  allied  field,  that  of  radium  therapy,  is  based  on  the  discovery  of 
radioactivity  by  Becquerel  in  1896,  followed  by  the  discovery  of  radium  by 
Hme.  Curie  in  189S.  Radium  therapy  and  Roentgenology  were  developed  side  by  side 
and  are  now  together  generally  known  as  Radiology.  The  gamma  rays  from  radium  are 
of  the  same  nature  as  X-rays  and  find  their  principal  use  in  the  treatment  of  can- 
cer and  allied  diseases.  Until  recent  years,  one  of  the  advantages  of  radium 
gamma  rays  was  their  greater  penetrability.  Mother  advantage  was  that  the  radium 
source  could  be  made  very  small,  and  so  lend  itself  to  insertion  into  body  cavi- 
ties for  treatment  purposes.  With  the  coming  of  the  high  voltage  X--rays,  the  first 
advantage  is  disappearing  and  any  one  of  a  number  of  new  methods  seem  to  offer 
ways  of  reaching  deep-seated  and  internal  diseased  tissue.  Already  artificially 
radioactive  substances  have  been  sent  with  "carrier"  chemicals  tc  various  parts 
of  a  living  body.  If  these  substances  are  relatively  short-lived,  there  is  possi- 
bility of  treatment  "in  location".  Experiments  of  this  kind  have  been  made  with 
animals,  and  new  opportunities  lie  ahead.  Let  us  speculate  on  some  possibilities 
for  the  future.  Suppose  that  into  some  diseased  portion  of  the  body  there  is  in- 
troduced some  harmless  metal,  salt,  or  other  substance.  Suppose  further  that 
this  substance  becomes  temporarily  radioactive  under  the  influence  of  some  pene- 
trating ray  which  does  not  affect  appreciably  the  healthy  tissue.  With  proper 
control,  might  it  not  be  possible  to  kill  diseased  ceils,  thus  stopping  the 
growth  and  cutting  off  radioactivity  at  will?  We  have  heard  a  great  deal  of  vi- 
ruses recently  revealed  under  the  electron  microscope.  If  these  micro-organisms 
should  have  the  proper  characteristics  and  behave  properly,  might  it  not  be  pos- 
sible to  kill  them  in  an  entire  living  organism,  leaving  the  normal  cells 
unharmed?  Already  extremely  powerful  bursts  of  X-rays  for  very  short  time  inter- 
vals have  been  developed  for  ultra-high  speed  radiography,  showing  the  motion  of 
bullets  penetrating  armor  plate,  together  with  other  applications.  The 
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differential  effects  of  such  bursts  on  healthy  and  diseased  tissue  or  on  healthy 
cells  and  bacteria  or  viruses  might  show  surprising  effects.  At  any  rate,  here 
are  nev;  possibilities  and  new  opportunities. 

X-rays  and  their  applications  could  hardly  have  reached  their  present  stage 
of  development  without  the  engineer  and  technologist.  When  discovered,  and  for 
some  years  thereafter,  the  source  of  power  to  drive  the  electrons  down  the  tube  to 
the  target  were  the  induction  coil  or  static  machine .  These  provided  unsteady 
and  rather  snail  sources  of  power.  The  development  of  the  high-voltage  trans- 
former and  the  electronic  rectifier  tubes  have  made  possible  the  precision  produc- 
tion and  measurement  of  the  tube  power  so  essential  to  scientific  advancement. 
The  early  X-ray  tubes,  Crooke's  and  others,  were  temperamental  and  unreliable. 
The  Ccolidge  tube,  developed  in  one  of  our  great  industrial  laboratories,  to- 
gether with  the  new  power  sources,  made  possible  great  discoveries,  both  in  the 
physics  of  X-rays  and  in  their  multitude  of  applications.  Without  this  combina- 
tion, industrial  radiography — the  examination  of  castings,  welds,  etc. — would 
have  been  impossible. 

As  a  final  topic  relating  to  the  opportunities  which  lie  ahead  for  ail  of  us, 
it  is  perhaps  of  interest  to  discuss  briefly  some  aspects  qf  atomic  energy.  You 
may  be  satiated  with  the  flood  of  newsprint,  bocks,  and  speeches  on  the  atomic 
bomb  and  all  its  implications.  You  have  been  told  that  the  atonic  bomb  is  the 
most  terrible  and  destructive  weapon  yet  devised  by  nan,  that  atomic  energy  will 
be  used  to  operate  everything  from  your  power  plants  to  your  lawn  mower.  Cer- 
tainly, no  deadlier  weapon  of  war  has  over  been  known,  and  I  believe  that  one, 
ten  or  more  times  more  destructive,  is  already  here  or  on  the  way.  I  believe, 
too,  that  atomic  energy  has  great  possibilities  as  a  constructive  factor  in  world 
economy,  but  many  years  of  research  will  be  required  to  develop  these 
applications . 
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In  1939,  it  was  discovered  that  the  element  Uranium  split  approximately  in 
half  when  bombarded  with  neutrons — those  tiny  neutral,  subatomic  bullets  which 
had  been  discovered  only  a  few  years  previous  to  the  discovery  of  this  "fission" 
of  Uranium.  Atoms  had  been  split  before,  and  energy  had  been  released  as  early 
as  1919,  but  the  energy  released  as  a  result  of  the  splitting  of  this  Uranium 
atom  was  of  the  order  of  ten  to  one  hundred  tines  that  achieved  in  any  other  known 
encountoz*  of  particles.  Even  this  fact  would  not  have  been  too  startling,  except 
to  physicists  and  chemists,  since  the  occurrences  of  these  new  type  energy  re- 
leases are  infrequent  as  compared  to  the  number  of  projectiles,  or  neutrons, 
fired.  In  other  words,  in  order  to  pull  the  trigger  that  released  the  energy 
from  one  nucleus,  usually  many  thousands  had  to  be  fired.  The  process  was  inef- 
ficient and  one  might  say  only  of  academic  interest.  This  was  also  true  of  all 
transmutations  known  at  this  time.  In  the  case  of  Uranium,  however,  a  new  and 
revolutionary  possibility  loomed.  It  was  found  that  in  the  process  of  splitting, 
new  neutrons  were  formed.  If  enough  of  these  new  particles  were  formed  to  more 
than  compensate  for  those  lost  in  various  ways,  then  what  was  to  prevent  the 
rapid  multiplication  of  the  original  split,  developing  perhaps  into  a  self -ampli- 
fying chain  reaction,  and  even  into  a  cataclysmic  ex-plosion?  These  questions 
were  raised  in  1939.  The  answers  were  not  known,  but  the  consequences  might  be 
appalling.  Physicists  were  talking  openly  about  the  possibility  of  atomic  bombs 
in  1939.  Consequently,  before  Pearl  Harbor,  various  groups  were  formed  to  study 
the  general  problem,  and  after  the  United  States  entered  the  war,  activities  con- 
cerning Uranium  increased  in  intensity  and  finally  culminated  in  the  gigantic 
Manhattan  Project  of  the  United  States  Army.  One  year  after  the  Japanese  at- 
tacked us,  it  was  shown  definitely  that  such  a  chain  reaction  described  above  did 
occur,  and,  at  that  time,  the  first  chain-reacting  pile  (of  Uranium  and  Graphite) 
ever  constructed  was  in  operation  at  the  University  of  Chicago.  The  pile  was 
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later  developed  for  "the  manufacture  of  the  new  element,  Plutonium,  which  was 
probably  used  in  at  least  one  of  the  bombs  dropped  on  Japan.  Large  scale  piles 
were  put  into  operation  at  the  great  engineering  works  constructed  at  Hanford, 
Washington,  and  perhaps  many  of  you  have  heard  that  the  energy  developed  by  those 
piles  was  so  great  that  the  water  of  the  Columbia  river  i^as  heated  several  degrees 
after  flowing  through  the  cooling  system.  The  Hanford  plant,  and  another  at  Oak 
Ridge,  Tennessee,  the  Clinton  Engineering  Works,  necessitated  the  building  of  en- 
tiro  cities  under  the  greatest  secrecy,  and  with  great  speed.  Engineering  and 
technical  problems  of  exceptional  difficulty  were  solved  under  great  pressure  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  scientific  groups.  The  Manhattan  District  project  was  a 
demonstration  of  engineering,  scientific,  and  industrial  might,  such  as  the  world 
has  never  seen. 

The  accomplishments  briefly  outlined  illustrate  how,  at  great  expense  to  be 
sure,  we  were  able  to  reach  effectively  a  wartime  objective.  Other  wartime 
projects,  such  as  the  Radiation  Laboratory  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, developed  important  equipment  in  ether  fields.  In  peace  we  have  known 
large  institutional  and  industrial  laboratories,  and  we  have  witnessed  their  ef- 
fectiveness in  the  cooperative  solution  of  specific  problems.  What  new  oppor- 
tunities lie  ahead  and  specifically  what  may  we  expect  to  result  from  the 
knowledge  gained  from  our  wartime  activities? 

Controlled  atomic  energy  is  possible  and  has  been  demonstrated.  There  is  a 
definite  possibility  that  a  large  stationary  power  plant  could  be  constructed 
which  would  utilize  the  power  developed  by  those  piles,  or  some  variation  of  them, 
to  drive  a  prime  mover.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  piles  are  probably  very 
large  and  unwieldy,  and  in  their  present  form  not  suitable  for  driving  small 
vehicles,  even  if  the  necessary  engine  were  designed  which  could  derive  its 
energy  from  the  pile.  It  should  also  be  mentioned  that  the  present  piles  are 
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dangerously  radioactive  and  oust  be  operated  by  remote  control  outside  of  thiol: 
air-tight  walls.  This  objection  could  be  overcome  conveniently  in  a  largo  instal- 
lation. Efficiencies  in  any  ordinary  sense  are  at  present  unknown.  Then  too, 
new  types  of  engines  may  have  to  be  developed,  perhaps  with  new  working  fluids, 
and  operating  under  different  temperature  conditions  in  order  to  use  the  pile 
energy  effectively.  All  this  presupposes  an  energy  source  concerning  which  not 
too  much  is  generally  known.  New  types  of  splitting  may  be  discovered,  other 
chain  reactions  developed,  and  the  pile  may  be  obsolete  in  a  few  years.  There  is 
a  possibility,  too,  that  the  copious  radioactive  materials  resulting  from  the 
operating  pile  may  be  recovered  and  put  to  useful  ends,  such  as  in  "tracer  chem- 
istry" and  in  therapy.  In  any  event,  we  have  learned  how  the  energy  locked  in 
the  nucleus  of  an  atom  for  ages  may  be  released  on  a  large  scale.  Perhaps  this 
discovery  which  seems  to  us  so  overwhelming  today  will  have  no  more  impact  on  our 
civilization  than  the  discovery  of  X-rays  just  fifty  years  ago.  Certainly  there 
will  be  a  comparable  period  cf  development. 

There  are  boundless  new  frontiers  for  science  to  explore.  Vast  opportuni- 
ties to  contribute  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  mankind  lie  before  the  scientist 
and  engineer  of  today  and  of  the  future.  As  American  citizens,  we  want  our 
country  to  take  the  lead  in  these  developments.  We  want  some  of  our  best  young 
people  to  be  educated  in  science  and  engineering.  We  wish  to  maintain  and  in- 
crease fundamental  research  in  the  laboratories  of  our  universities,  foundations, 
and  industrial  corporations,  for  it  is  the  fundamental  research  of  today  which 
produces  the  practical  application  tomorrow. 

But  there  are  difficult  problems  ahead.  These  problems  have  to  do  with  the 
climate  in  which  scientists  of  the  future  are  to  work.  Science  knows  no 
barriers  of  language,  race,  or  creed.  Scientific  knowledge  has  been  the  mono- 
poly of  no  one  country.  The  fundamental  work  which  made  the  atomic  bomb 
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possible  was  done  by  scientists  scattered  through  many  countries.  Yet  today  we 
are,  because  of  the  atomic  bomb,  faced  with  the  necessity  of  making  decisions 
which  will  profoundly  influence  not  only  atomic  research  but  almost  all  scienti- 
fic progress.  At  first  thought,  it  seems  reasonable  to  say  that  since  we  have 
the  facilities  to  produce  an  atomic  bomb  and  no  one  else  has,  we  should  continue 
to  surround  our  work  with  the  utmost  secrecy.  Legislation  has  been  introduced  in 
Congress,  making  it  almost  impossible  for  a  scientist  to  carry  on  nuclear  re- 
search without  running  grave  risks  of  fines  and  imprisonment. 

If  such  restrictions  would  insure  that  no  other  country  could  ever  use  an 
atomic  bomb,  perhaps  they  might  be  justified.  But  the  fundamental  scientific 
work  which  led  to  the  development  of  the  bomb  is  freely  available  in  the  litera- 
ture. Given  reasonable  time,  the  results  produced  in  America  could  be  and  will 
be  obtained  in  other  countries.  This  terrible  weapon  placed  in  the  hands  of  an 
aggressor  nation  could  do  untold  damage  before  any  counterattack  could  be  made. 
The  eventual  result  could  well  be  the  end  of  civilization. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  no  real  secret  in  the  atomic  bomb.  Much  of  the 
basic  knowledge  originated  overseas.  The  discussions  hot/  going  on  as  to  whether 
we  shall  share  our  secrets  seem  to  me  to  be  largely  based  on  a  misconception. 
Any  attempts  to  throttle  free  scientific  investigation  will  do  us  more  harm  than 
good  said  can  only  result  in  encouraging  a  race  between  the  nations  of  the  world 
to  see  which  one  can  produce  the  most  terrible  weapon.  Certainly,  this  can  only 
lead  to  mutual  distrust  and  eventual  war  more  terrible  than  anything  the  world 
has  yet  seen. 

Science  con  never  thrive  on  secrecy  imposed  by  governmental  controls,  and 
such  actions  may  conceivably  drive  eminent  scientists  tc  other  countries.  Only 
when  the  scientist  is  free  to  pursue  his  investigations  to  their  logical  conclu- 
sion and  publish  his  findings,  regardless  of  consequences,  can  the  frontiers  of 
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knowledge  continue  to  advance.  Since  pure  research  is  the  reservoir  from  which 
applied  science  and  industry  draws  its  knowledge  for  creating  higher  standards  of 
living,  the  suppression  of  scientific  research  by  law  is  a  constraint  upon  the 
right  of  the  individual  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  progress. 

A  world  organization  for  the  control  of  atonic  weapons  seems  to  be  our  only 
hope  for  the  future.  This  is  not  the  hysterical  threat  cf  the  pacifists,  but 
the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  conservative  scientists  who  unloosed  the  terrible 
energy  of  the  atom.  We  must  have  a  world  organization — but  how?  There  is  little 
in  the  whole  history  of  international  relations  that  encourages  us  to  be  so  op- 
timistic as  to  believe  that  nations  will  give  up  their  entire  sovereignity,  even 
in  the  face  of  national  suicide.  It  is  not  the  atomic  bomb  that  men  fear.  Men 
fear  other  men,  and  nations  fear  other  nations.  The  problem  is  one   of  inter- 
national ethics  and  of  social  organization.  Make  no  mistake — civilization  is 
about  to  be  integrated  into  a  more  highly  moral  organism  or  else  it  will  disinte- 
grate through  self-destruction.  There  is  only  one  protection  from  the  atomic 
bomb— the ' eradication  of  fear*  Restore  faith  between  nations  and  a  world  organi- 
zation to  control  the  atomic  bomb  will  have  a  chance  to  succeed. 

Practical  steps  are  difficult  to  suggest.  Perhaps  the  following  would  be 
useful  as  a  beginning  of  a  way  out  of  our  international  dilemma: 

1.  Congress  might  prepare  and  pass  a  "United  States  Manifesto"  to  all  the 
nations  of  the  world  that: 

a.  The  United  States  pledges  not  to  use  the  atomic  bomb  against  any 
nation,  large  or  small,  unless  this  instrument  of  war  is  used  or  threatened  to 
be  used  against  another  nation. 
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b.  The  United  States  shall  hold  in  trust  the  technical  information  on 
the  manufacture  of  the  bomb  to  be  turned  over  to  a  trusteeship  of  United  Nations 
Security  Council  when  that  organization  has  been  granted  the  authority  and  power 
to  enforce  the  control  of  material  and  manufacture  of  the  bomb  as  well  as  the 
peace  between  sovereign  nations. 

c.  The  United  States  will  subscribe,  without  reservation,  to  the 
policy  of  the  free  flow  of  fundamental  scientific  knowledge  of  atomic  energy  and 
will  participate  in  exchange  of  scientific  data  connected  with  nuclear  research 
for  the  benefit  of  all  nations. 

2.  Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  call  a  conference  within  the  frame- 
work of  United  Nations  of  the  leading  powers  on  atomic  energy,  at  which  repre- 
sentative scientists  and  statesmen  of  each  country  shall  be  included. 

3.  That  the  United  Nations  organization  should  postpone  minor  considera- 
tions and  give  their  attention  to  the  solution  of  the  two  basic  problems  of 
world  security — first,  the  acknowledging  of  national  sovereignty  and  choice  of 
government  to  every  nation,  with  an  agreement  that  each  nation  delegate  a  mini- 
mum amount  of  sovereignty  to  the  United  Nations  organization  that  it  may  enact 
and  enforce  an  international  law,  through  which  each  nation  relinquishes  its 
right  to  wage  war  outside  its  own  boundaries  and  to  develop  and  manufacture 
atomic  weapons. 

The  people  of  America  and  of  the  world  have  a  great  stake  in  the  future  of 
science.  Decisions  which  we  make  today  will  profoundly  influence  the  welfare 
of  American  citizens  and  people  everywhere .  Properly  directed  and  applied, 
science  and  engineer ing  can  open  new  frontiers  for  ail.  Improperly  applied,  it 
will  result  in  death  and  destruction  toe  terrible  to  contemplate.  May  God 
grant  us  the  i?isdom  to  make  the  right  decisions.

CHICAGO,  ILL.  —  Scores  of  high  ranking  educators,  scientists, 
industrialists,  financiers,  and  government  officials  from  both  the  United 
States  and  Mexico  met  in  Chicago  in  October  for  a  week-long  Mexican-American 
Conference  on  Industrial  Research. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  the  conference  provided  an  opportunity  for 
leaders  of  both  nations  to  "compare  notes"  on  modern  methods  and  recent  develop- 
ments in  the  field  of  research  for  industry. 

The  36  Mexican  representatives  to  the  conference  were  led  by 
Gustavo  P.  Serrano,  secretary  of  commerce  in  President  Manuel  Avila  Camacho's 
cabinet,  and  Eduardo  Villasenor,  president  01  the  Banco  de  Mexico. 

One  of  the  high  points  of  the  week's  proceedings  was  the  first 
announcement  to  be  made  of  a  small,  compact,  catalytic  cracking  unit  of  entirely 
new  design  which  is  expected  to  revolutionise  the  petroleum  refining  industry. 
In  revealing  this  invention,  Br.  Gustav  Egloff ,  director  of  research  for 
Universal  Oil  Products  Company,  said  that  it  con   be  installed  ut   a  low  cost 
and  puts  the  latest  refining  technique  within  reach  of  all  small  refiners.

New  agricultural  and  nutritional  experiments  and  discoveries 
were  unveiled  when  the  group  visited  the  University  of  Wisconsin ' s  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  Thursday,  October  4- 

Wartime  medicinal  developments  were  exhibited  at  the  Abbott 
Laboratories,  while  various  types  of  privately  sponsored  research  work,  in- 
cluding magnetic  wire  sound  recording,  were  displayed  in  the  laboratories  of 
Illinois  Tech's  Armour  Research  Foundation. 

In  line  with  the  objectives  of  the  conference,  Gustavo  P. 
Serrano  described  a  large  scale  program  of  industrial  research  which  is  about 
to  begin  in  Mexico  under  government  and  private  sponsorship,  aimed  at  raising 
that  country's  standard  of  living  through  the  utilization  of  her  own  raw 
materials  in  newly  created  industries. 

Later  in  the  week,  Eduardo  Villasenor  stated  in  this  con- 
nection that  all  delegates  to  the  Foundation's  conference  would  gather  soon 
after  their  return  to  Mexico  to  discuss  constructive  stops  in  this  particular 
undertaking . 

The  Mexican-American  Conference  had  its  beginnings  in  a 
research  project  which  Illinois  Tech's  Armour  Research  Foundation  is  currently 
carrying  on  in  Mexico  where  Dr.  Francis  W.  Godwin,  associate  director,  heads 
the  branch  office  in  Mexico  City. 

Set  up  at  the  request  of  the  Banco  de  Mexico  in  the  fall  of 
19J+U,   this  study  has  been  aimed  at  raising  the  technological  standards  of 
Mexican  industry  as  well  as  the  ways  in  which  scientific  research  and  control 
may  be  applied  to  specific  Mexican  industries.

CHICAGO,  ILL.  —  Stressing  that  the  practice  of  divorcing 
liberal  arts  education  from  professional  or  vocational  training  is  undemocratic, 
Dr.  John  Day  Larkin,  dean  of  liberal  studies  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Techno- 
logy, yesterday  (Nov.  19)  claimed  that,  due  to  this  separation,  "our  Culture 
has  become  empty,  unrealistic,  and  backward-looking." 

Speaking  before  the  Cook  County  Federation  of  Women *s  Clubs 
at  the  Bismurk  Hotel,  Dean  Larkin  emphasized  that  "liberal  culture  has  produced 
a  class  devoted  to  the  traditions  of  the  past,  while  scientific  training  has 
produced  a  class  of  purely  mechanical  experts."  The  former  fails  to  recognize 
that  great  body  of  scientific  knowledge  which  is  creating  a  new  culture  for  us, 
and  technical  training  has  been  narrow  and  without  social  vision,  he  said. 

"The  idea  of  divorcing  the  liberal  from  the  scientific  and  the 
technological  is  undemocratic.  It  breeds  the  notion  of  two  distinct  classes  of 
society — a  class  of  patricians  with  a  sense  of  liberal  values,  and  a  class  of 
technicians  with  no  conception  of  human  values  at  all. 

"And  unless  those  trained  in  our  technical  processes  are 

educated  to  see  these  processes  in  the  light  of  their  humane  implications  and 

their  more  imaginative  significance  in  our  civilization,  we  shall  have  a  bunch 

of  trained  robots,  not  men."

MIDWEST  POWER  CONFERENCE 


CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  —  After  a  year's  lapse  due  to  the  war, 
the  Midwest  Power  Conference  will  again  be  held  in  Chicago  next  April  under 
the  sponsorship  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  it  has  been  announced  by 
Stanton  E.  Winston,  conference  chairman.

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  Dr.  Eric  T.B.  Gross  has  been  ap- 
pointed professor  of  electric  power  system  engineering  at  Illinois  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  Dr.  Henry  T.  Heald,  president  of  the  Institute,  has  an- 
nounced. 

Formerly  an  assistant  professor  of 
electrical  engineering  at  Cornell  University,  Professor  Gross  will  devote' 
himself  largely  to  work  with  Illinois  Tech's  $90,000  a.c.  network  calcula- 
tor, the  thirteenth  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  which  is  designed  to  set  up  in 
miniature  and  analyze  problems  in  power  system  design  and  operation. 

Born  in  Vienna,  i.ustria,  in  1901 
Gross  attended  the  University  of  Vienna  ^nd  the  Institute  of  Technology  in 
Vienna,  receiving  the  degrees  of  electrical  engineer  and  doctor  of  techni- 
cal sciences.  He  also  passed  graduation  examinations,  whose  American  equi- 
valents are  B.M.E.,  B.S.  in  Applied  Physics,  and  M.E.E. 

Prior  to  joining  the  staff  of  Il- 
linois Institute  of  Technology,  Professor  Gross  served  as  an  instructor  in 
Experimental  Electrical  Engineering  at  the  Institute  of  Technology  in  Vienna 
(1921-1924),  research  associate  in  Cornell  University's  College  of  Engineer- 
ing (194-0-194-1) ,  instructor  in  electrical  engineering  at  the  School  of  Tech- 
nology, College  of  the  City  of  New  York  (1941-42),  and,  for  the  past  three 
years,  assistant  professor  of  electrical  engineering  at  Cornell.

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His  widespread  experience  as  a 
practicing  engineer  included  work  ^s  assistant  electrical  engineer,  "Elin" 
Electric  and  Manufacturing  Company,  Vienna,  (1923-24.),  and  with  the  Cen- 
tral Station  Department  of  "A. E.G.  Union"  Electric  and  Manufacturing  Company, 
Vienna,  an  affiliate  of  General  Electric,  in  the  following  capacities:  assis- 
tant electrical  engineer  (1924028),  in  charge  of  division  for  protective  de- 
vices, relc.y  laboratory  and  high  voltage  practice  (1929-34),  in  charge  of 
i   engineering  in  the  Central  Station  Department,  (1935-38).
